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INTRODUCTION 


The Gcloctic Woi hos begun, end the ultimate weapon has been created: robotic technologies 
that con rebuild themselves. As the evil Pemitio Empire odds plonet after planet to its giowing 
empire, their regenerative technology becomes permanently entrenched. 


Fortunately, youc forces had new weapons designed... unfortunately, they were seized by the 
enemy.

You have been assigned to pilot the only prototype fighter aoft in existence: the (ybermorph 
Tronsmogriffon, or T-Gnffon, a morphing attock croft.

PLANET SELECTION SCREEN 


Each sector consists of eight planets. Using the Joypad, place the cursor over the plonet 
you plan to liberate hist and press the A button. Once you have finished the lost plonet in 
o sector you must survive the sector's final world, which is quite o challenge thanks to the 
Pernitions! Only then con you get the codes that ollow you to go to other sectors.

O Score displays your current score 
© Number of Ships is the number of regenerations remoining. 

© Skylar is your holographic advisor who intermittently appears.

G Shield Meier is the amount of power your shields hove. When you shields ore 
depleted, you lose a ship.

© Message Window is where the latest information appears. This also keeps hock of 
the total number of pods detected on the world.

Super Weopon con be held at a time. 

© Pod Counter displays the number of pods required to dear the plonet. Sometimes a 
world will hove more pods than is required! 

© Altimeter displays you altitude. The bottom white line is sea level, the top white line 
is youi ceiling height. The T-Griffon connol dimb obove ceiling height, so you moy hove 
to fly oround some mountoins. You height is displayed with o block bat. The wide pink 
bar displays the height of the ground directly in front of you. 

© Scanner displays your enemies as red skulls (hostile) or green skulls (passive). A white 
'X' marks the Vortex Towers. Yellow dromonds show pods that can be collected. A yellow 
arrow points toward the nearest pods, or the exit portal if it is open. White triangles 
point toward the neorest Vortex Tower if ony ore nearby. Squares designate teleporters. 

OBJECTIVE 

You must collect the pods on eight worlds in order to free o sector from the Pernitio 
Empire ond establish o strategic bose for resistance. Ultimately you must dear the fifth 
sector to defeat the Pernitio Empire! 


VORTEX TOWERS 


The Peinitio Empire hos token o bold step in stopping you—they ore trying to destroy the 
pods you so desperately need. The only thing that ton destroy a pod is raw antimatter, so the 
Pernitians hove developed Vortex Towers to generate antimatter fields. They have installed 
Vortex Towers on some of the worlds that utterly destroy the pods, fortunately, the T-Griffon 
is unaffected by these Vortex Towers, but pods ore lost forever if they are touched by the 
black ontknatter that Vortex Towers generate. 

TELEPORTERS 

Some worlds still retain a system of teleporters built before the arrival of the Pemitia Empire. 
These spinning devices can be used by the T-Griffon to get into hard to reoch areas on the 
world. Fortunately, the Pemitia do not know how to use them or how to destroy them. 

Simply fly into the center, ond the T-Griffon will be teleported to o matching teleporter on the 
other end. 

BUILDINGS 

Pod Prisons contain pods and must be shot open. Pods in prisons will not show up on Hie 
l scanner until they have been released. 

' Force Fields prevent the T-Griffon from passing through certain areas. 

Power Stations power the Force Fields. If destroyed, the force field will turn off 
Spikes pop out of the ground, preventing the T-Griffon from capturing a pod. 

Spike Stations control the spikes If destroyed, the spikes ore deactivated. 

Bunkers can contain a number of differed! items, ond must be shot open to reveal the item inside. 
Radar helps the enemy navigate. If destroyed, some enemies are frozen.

STRATEGY & HINTS 


Leom your woy oround the levels. Practice levels ttiot you ore having trouble with by entering 
the sector code and trying the world right awoy. The order in which you conquer wodds may 
affect how easy they ore to complete. Keep your eyes open for special buildings ond 
items—they may be critical to the liberation of a wockl! 

Enemies: Most enemies can be avoided with some fast flying. Some enemies will stay in 
one area, others rove oround. Watch your scanner for hostile enemies. You con HI enemies 
that are chasing you by flying backwards and firing. If a hostile enemy is not near something 
you need, it is generally best to ovoid them. Keep your eyes open lor Pod Carriers that move 
pods (often near a Vortex Tower), raid Cargo Corners towing powerups. 

Crashing: Don't try to ffy ovec mountoms that are too high—go oround them or try to 
find teleporters that will get you past them. Some buildings ore quite sturdy. The T-Griffon's 
terrain-following will not ovoid buildings, so be careful about crashing into them—especially 
when flying backwards. Wotch out for enemies that try to ram into you. 

Poos: When picking up pods, tty to stay low to the ground Remember that pods may be 
hidden inside prisons. Wotch your sconner for the location of nearby pods. Remember that if 
a Vortex Tower destroys too many of your pods you will have to do the planet ovei agoin, 
so quickly collect pods that are in danger. 

Weapons: If you ore having double aiming, try turning on the cross-hairs or flying in 
cockpit mode. Mines ore a good woy to kill enemies that ore chasing you. Cruise bombs oie 

S weapons against ground enemies ond buildings. Incinerators will octuolly go up o slope 
y hit it, and are good for killing gtoundbased enemies. Remember that most weapons 
need ammo, so use them wisely and watch for weopon powerup coins if you ate running low 
Some worlds have more of one weopon type than others. Use superweopons wisely—they 
con be very effective if used in the right woy. 
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
